Gamow, **must be bas^ on the 
detailed studv of the collisions of 
those particles with the atomic 
electrons and atomic nuclei” One 
of the most important of these ef- 
fects is the formation of second- 
ary electrons by collisions with 
atoms. 

A mysterious effect, the “shower 
formation”, consists of the forma- 
tion of large numbers of second- 
ary electrons all originating in 
about the same place and evi- 
dently due to the coUislon of a 
cosmic ray with a nucleus.
